FOR the purpose of requiring cooperative housing corporations, condominiums, and 3 

homeowners associations to register annually with the Division of Consumer 4 

Protection of the Office of the Attorney General; authorizing the Division of 5 

Consumer Protection to charge a certain registration fee; requiring the 6 

registration form to include certain information; requiring cooperative housing 7 

corporations, condominiums, and homeowners associations to notify the 8 

Division of Consumer Protection of changes in registration information under 9 

certain circumstances; and generally relating to the annual registration of 10 

common ownership communities.
